JUMPED THE .“ 


Terrible Smash - Up on the B. & 
O. Rallroad. 


One Man Killed and a Number 
Seriously Injured. 


The St. Louis, Cincinnati & Chicago Express 
Leaves the Track and Runs Into the Sig- 
nal Tower at Washingten, D. C.—Several 
Cars Smashed and the Building Wrecked 
—The Injured—Investigating the Chats- 
worth Disaster—The Jury Divided as to 
the Responsibility—Struck by Lightning— 
Fatal Injuries. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., August17.—The few res- 
idents inthe neighborhood of the Baltimore 
& Ohio ‘‘Y’’ who were up and on the street at 
6:80 o'clock this morning witnessed a singu- 
lar and startling scene. It was no less a spec- 
tacle than that of a train of cars leaping from 
the track and rushing with the speed of 
lightning and the crash of a thunderbolt 
through a brick house. In an instant the train 
and the house were in a heap of ruins, and 
the track for some distance was littered with 
debris. The train to which the accident oc- 
curred was train No. 4, the St. Louis, Chicago 
& Cincinnati express, and coming from the 
west. About 6:30 o’clock itcame thundering 
into the city over the Metropolitan Branch, 
and at the curve, nearly a milo away from the 
„, began 

WHISTLING ‘‘DOWN BRAKES.’’ 
For some reason the brakes were not put 
down. The air-brakes, it was stated, did not 
work, and the engineer began blowing his dis- 
tress whistle forthe brakemen to put on the 
regular brakes. Hither the brakemen did not 
heed the signal, or it was not given in time to 
be of use, for the train, flying at a frightful 
rate, came thundering on toward the sharp 
curve at the 1. On the south side of the 
' in the little corner made by the intersec- 
tion of the tracks was located the railroad sig- 
nal tower, a brick structure, three stories 
high, where railroad men are employed to 
regulate the signals and the switches at the 
. When the train turned the sharp curve 
of the ‘‘Y’’ with fearful headway, the cars 
behind the engine 

* FLEW THE TRACK 

and smasked into the signal tower, and in an 
instant there was a wreck, which for confu- 
sion has seldom been equaled in railroad an- 
nals. The engine was dragged from the track, 
and ploughing through the dirt and mud a 
distamce of 150 feet, rolled completely over. 
Near the engine lay Hamilton Brosius, the en- 
gineer, crushed and dying, and his fireman 
with several bones broken. But behind the en- 
gine was a scene of panic and confusion. 
One car was crushed and nearly bnried under 
the tracks and timbers of the demolished 
building. Two sleeping-coaches and one pas- 
senger-coach remained on the track. The 
mail-car, the express-car and the baggage-car 
were rolled over and the sides were crushed. 
The roof of one car protruded from the ruins 
ofthe building. The disaster, of course, 
CREATED INTENSE EXCITEMENT. 

A fire alarm was sounded, which quickly 
brought the Fire Department and the police to 
the scene. Ambulances were hurriedly sent 
for, andacorps of physicians came, summoned 
from every direction. Firemen, policemen, 
railroad men citizens went to work with 
coats off to clear out the debris. Many injured 
passengers were removed and taken 
to neighboring houses or drug stores 
or to hospitals. In this way eighteen 
or twenty people were got out of the 
wreck, some of them only slightly injured, 
others with bones broken, and bodies badly 
bruised and cut. On the signal tower, on the 
upper floor or observatory, William Baxter, 
a railroad signal man, was at work. He 
realized the impending dangerin time and 
leaped from the tower tothe ground. He 
broke his arm in the fall, and was badly used 
up, but seems to have escaped more serious 


injuries. 
THE INJURED. : 


Mr. and Mrs. Wiiliam Benson, an elderly 
couple from Winchester, Ind., were badly 
bruised. There were three railway mall 
service clerks—Messrs. C. H. Hooton, L. 
O0. Morrell and J. H. Brown—in the 
postal car at the time of the accident, 
and although the car was nearly de- 
molished the men escaped with bad bruises 
and scratches. Hooton and Morrell live in 
Baltimore. Mrs. Augusta Barnes, a lady on 
her wayto her home in Germany, had her 
head badly cut. She haa considerable money 
and her tickets to New York and Germany. 
She was removed to Providence Hospital.

tion. e did not testify positively concerning 
the condition of the Chatsworth bridge, 
though he believed he had seen it. He de- 
scribed scenes of D and stated that it 
was his belief that the bridge had been fired 
intentionally, as he did not believe the fire 
could have been caused by sparks from an 
engine. The tall grass had been burned away 
about three weeks previous to the disaster. 
OTHER WITNESSES

the wounded are being cared far. No deaths 
occurred yesterday though Collector Forbes, 
Miss Pearl Adams, Mr. Abraham and Mrs.

THE LABOR CONVENTION. 


Assembly of Delegates at Syracuse, N. ¥.— 
No Socialists Wanted. — 


SYRACUSE, N. T., August 17.—The clans of 
United Labor are gathering in great force. I8 
is believed that the socialistic element will be 
excluded. It is found that many of the del- 
egates are in favor of putting Henry George at 
the head of the State ticket. John McMackin 
figures very largely here. One of the cor- 
respondents, on hand to record the doings of 
the convention, had a talk with McMackin lass 
night. He was asked particularly as to the 
action that would probably be taken on the 
application of the Socialists for admission to 
the convention. 

Everybody with credentials will de ad- 
mitted,’’ said McMackin, ‘‘except where there 
is a contest.’’ 

Will the Socialists be admitted?“ hewas 
asked, ana he replied significantly; 

Woll, the Socialists are nearly all from con- 
tested districts. Nobody will be admitted 
until the committee on contested seats has 
acted,’’ and he added alittle later, We pro- 
pose to have purely an American party, on 


clear-cut American principles, without 

Socialism or any other uncongenial element. 
Our platform, in the main, will be the Claren- 
don Hall platform, part of which was re-

McMackin said: ‘‘We propose 9

‘OLIVE-STREET TO BE PROVIDED WITH THE 
NEW POWER BY NOVEMBER 1. 


Work on the Franklin Avenue Main Line to

“GALIGNANI’S MESSENGER.” 


Interesting Sketch of the Founders of the 
Famous Magazine. 
From the Boston Globe. 

„Galignani's Messenger“ isa familiar 
name everywhere, and some account of 
the family will prove of interest, as par- 
ticulars regarding the inception of great 
enterprises and the beginnings of great 
men aware are. 

The extinction of this family should 


not pass unnoticed. Charles, the 
founder, born at Brescia in 1757, 
is said to have been a i book- 


seller in London; to have married a 
Londoner, A. S. Parsons, and to have had 
two sons—John Anthony, born 1796, and 
William, born 1798. In 1799 Parsons and 
— — (the wife’s name was put first) 
lived by the riverside in Paris, and adver- 
tised 1 istic breakfasts and teas for 
conversation in English and Italian. The 
dea was apparently borrowed from one 
Daix, who in 1793 had an English dinner 
and tea table, which, in the following 
year, for obvious political reasons, he 
styled American, instead of English. 

m giving lessons—for Italian there 
seems to have been no demand—and tak- 
ing a young man lodger, Galignani and 
his wife went on tosupplying English 
books and starting a circulating library. 

About 1800 they removed to the Rue 
Vivienne, probably gave up lessons, ex- 
tended their library and bookselling, and 
in 1804 published a monthly volume of se- 
lections entitled “Repertory of English Lit- 
erature.” Removing tothe Rue de Rivoli 
they in 1814 started “Galignani’s Messen- 
ger,” which, on Charles’ death in 1821, 
was continued by the sons. It became 
more widely known on the continent than 
the London papers from which its matter 
was mostly borrowed, and the Galignani 
reprints of English books in the pre-Oopy- 
right days, were scattered far and wide, 
while the Rue de Rivoli shop was a house 
of call for authors visiting Paris. 

In 1886 the English Government present- 
ed the brothers with a silver salver in 
recognition of their promotion of British- 
Parisian charities and of their erection 
and maintenance ofa British hospital at 
Neuilly. This building was ultimately 
113 to Miss Leigh for an orphanage. 

ohn Anthony died in 1873 and William in 
1882, leaving no issue but a large fortune 
mainly acquired by building speculations. 
William made some munificent charitable 
bequests. One of his residuary legatees 
his wife’s nephew in Jeancour, has added 
ya — to his name, but the Italo- 
English family is extinct.

Rome was not built in a day, and it is 
not to be expected that a complete system 
of street-sprinkling for a city as large as 
St. Louis can be launched in full perfeo- 
tion and complete working order at the 
very start.

There has been an urgent need 
of some plan of settling the dust on the 
street that should be better than 
the old one and more uniform in 
its operation. Only a small proportion 
of the population ofthe city can spend 
the hot months in pleasanter quarters out- 
side of the city limits. The great mass of 
the people must pass the summer at home, 
and to them the sprinkling question is one 
of the utmost importance. The pro- 
vision for better street-sprinkling is a 
reasonable response to a just popular de- 
mand for relief from a serious and grow- 
ing evil.

The Panama Canal.

No wonder the latest Panama Canai loan wus 
afailure. No more damuing influence could 
have been used against it than the report hh 
the state of the enterprise which was intended 
to promote its success. This report appeared 
in an extra number of the ‘‘Bulletin Canal du 
Interoceanique,’’ and was prepared by M. de 
Leaseps himself. Its direct statements and 
the unavoidable deductions to be drawn from 
them present a record of recklessness and in- 
fatuation scarcely to be paralleled. The loans 
of the company in 1882, 1683 and 1884 netsed 
$82,486,949. That was the amount actually re- 
ceived. But as these loans were made ata 
heavy discount, the indebtedness of the 
company on them dame to  $125,96¢,700. 


by this report, the loans received 
amounted to $154 ,509 ,082, and the 
indebtedness assumed to 07. 088, 80. Out of 
these enormous sums only about $29 , 000 , 000 
has been spent for actual canal cutting. and 
some $20,000,000 for plant and stores. There re- 
mains, then, the sum of $105,000,000 and more 
tobe accounted for. It wentfor ‘‘financing,’’ 
for interest and siuking fund, some of it; for 
more questionable purposes more of it; for 
‘*‘gundries’’ more than $80,000,000, and for or- 
fice expenses’’ in Paris not less than $2,000,000 
a year. And now M. de Lesseps, after all this 
profligate expenditure, for the first time ad- 
mits that there may be in the mountainous 
backbone of the Isthmus not yet pierced tre- 
menddus obstacles which no human effort can 
give assurance against. After this, the next 
issue of the ‘‘Bulletin’’ will be awaited with 
eagerness. Should itannounce the hopeless 
collapse of the whole undertaking, it could 
nave no better introduction than the report 
M. de Lesseps has just made.

A GOVERNMENT MISTAKE.

Round Tower at Windsor Castle, in which he 
succeeded the Prince Consort. The appoint- 
ments of well endowed royalties and quasi- 
royalties to place in the pay of the state have 
increased, are increasing and ought to be 
diminished, or rather ought to cease alto- 
gether. 

ROYAL RESIDENCES UNOCCUPIED. 

The Queen has three empty residences on 
Deeside all ready for occupancy—Balmoral, 
Abergeidie Oastle and Birkhall—and yet, 
strange to relate, Her Majesty’s invalid son- 
in-law, the German Crown Prince, has to live 
at the crowded and noisy Breamer Inn during 
his stay in the district.

TWO DAYS’ RECORD. 


‘INITIAL RESULTS OF THE CITY’S STREET~ 
SPRINKLING WORK. 


The Rain Favors the Contractors—Effect of 
the on the Water Supply and the 
Fire Plugs—Reports Concerning the 
Work From Different Parts of the City— 
—Description of How the Sprinkling Is 
Done—Praise and Blame Awarded, With 
Generally Favorable Comments. 


There were no complaints about the sprink- 
ling of the streets this morning. The clouds 
last evening attended pretty thoroughly to the 
work, and to-day the contractors took a half 
holiday and counted clear profit on one morn- 
ing’s pay. The water carts were of course not 
on their routes for the first sprinkling to-day. 

Notwithstanding the critical examination of 
the work by citizens, specific complaints are 
wonderfully small in number. Street Com- 
missioner Turner said this morning that he 
had received afew complaints, but most of 
them were trivial and were scarcely worth 
investigating. One piece of information was 
to the effect that a driver left his reducing 
hose on a plug and the gardeners in the neigh- 
borhood used the water. The contractor 
whose driver was guilty of this carelessness 
will be fined. 

WATER COMMISSIONER HOLMAN 
is on the whole rather surprised at the lack of 
evil results from the free use of water and 
the handling of the fire plugs. ‘‘I can 
not tell, said he, as yet exactly what the 
effect ison the water supply, because only 


two days of sprinkling have passed and 
to-day the rain stopped the morning 
work. It will take a week to discover 


the amount of water used regularly under the 
system. In the first two days, of course, 
there was some wastage, on account of 
awkwardness in the use of the fire-plugs. 
Some ot the plugs are what we call ‘‘kickers,’’ 
that is, the shut-off is somewhat loose and 


when one tries to cut off the water while it is 
running, the metal piece rattles and is foreed 
upward, so there is great difficulty in closing 
the plug where the pressure is heavy and an im- 
mense amount of water may be wasted inafew 
minutes. Thenthe necessity of putting on 
and off the reducing hose wears the threads of 
the plug: still the damage to plugs is much less 
than I anticipated it would be at the start. 
About eight plugs have been reported out of 
order in from 600 to 800 that are used. If 
sprinkling by the city is continued I think it 
would be advisable to put in sprinkling plugs. 
Many have already been put in by private con- 
tractors and only a tew more would be 
needed. The city could gradually put them 
in, and then the fire plugs would be used only 
by the Fire Department, asthey should be. 
Sul. so far, there have been remarkably few 
accidents, and everything seems to be running 
smoothly. 
THE FIRST TWO DAYS’ WORK. 

In order to ascertain the kind of sprinklin 
being done under the city as compared wit 
the old system of private contracts, aforce of 
PoOsT- DISPATCH reporters inspected the work 
yesterday in different localities of the city, 
and also learned, as far as possible, the 
opinions of residents as to the resuits of the 
system during the first two days. The reports, 
as will be found by reading them, are gener- 
ally favorable, although there was not entire 
satisfaction in some places and severe criti- 
cism of the methods of the drivers were in- 
dulged in by afew citizens. The reports are 
fair indications of the results of the work of 
the first two days? 

THE ASPHALTUM STREETS. 

Along the asphaitum streets which consti- 
tute one district the new system gives pretty 
general satisfaction. Although the contract 
only calls for two sprinklings a day the com- 

any which hold the contract for sweeping 

cust street, Pine street, Beaumont street and 
Leffingwell avenue and the short stretehes of 
asphalt paved streets find it necessary to send 
a sprinkling cart in advance of the sweepers 
at night, which gives the streeta benefitof a 
third, though a very light sprinkling. Some 
of the sprinklers in the western part of the 
city appeared very anxious to carry out the 
contractto the letter. After 6 o’clock last 
night, when Chestnut and Market streets were 
pretty well sprinkled by the rain, cart No. 18 
of the 8t. Louis Company started out from 
Twentieth street and poured a flood of muddy 
water along its route. 

BETWEEN FRANKLIN AND CASS AVENUES. 

The work done by the sprinklers in the 
neighborhood of Franklin avenue to Cass av- 
enue and Sixteenth to Twentieth streets was 
very fair yesterday. The wider streets, in 
fact, were all well done, and except in spots 
the dust was well laid. The people in this vi- 
cinity were a triſle surprised, huwever, at the 
small quantity of water used, ac- 
customed, as they have been, to whole 
rivers of it under the old system. 
The sprinkling yesterday was good, But on 
Monday it was pronounced bad. On that day 
the drivers of the carts seemed to Keep their 
horses ata rapid gait. One man who lives on 
Division street, a smalithoroughfare between 
Biddle and O'Fallon streets, complains that 
the carts went over that street but once on 
Monday and, therefore, broke the contract 
with the city. 

FROM CHANNING TO CABANNE AVENUE. 

The residents in the district lying between 
Channing avenue, Cabanne avenue, Laclede 
avenue and Olive street are well satisfied with 
the initial attempts to lay the dust. The 
sprinkling has not been done as well as it 
might it is true, but then the peeple 
are inclined to look lieniently on 
the short-comings of the inaugural 
attempts. Yesterday evening, just before the 
rain fell, the carts had made their second 
trip, and though the streets were not wet 
sufficiently to be muddy, still the dust was 
effectually laid, and to people who have 
been forced literally to eat dust all summer, | 
this relief was accepted with many expressions 
of satisfaction. Of course every one expects 
improvementas experience is gained by the 
contractors, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that their expectations will be fully 
realized. 

A NORTHERN DISTRICT. 

A tour of inspection in the district lying be- 
tween the river and Grand avenue, St. Louis 
and Oass avenues, discovered a unanimity of 
public tapprobation, and auniversal feeling 
of satisfaction entertained by the residents 
and business men of that portion of the city 
at the success with which the system has been 
conducted so far and for what it promises in 
— o at . 

the teen or twen ersons 
with whom the reporter Pn | bem the 
subject, there was not a single dissentin 
voice against the feasibility of the system and 
but very few complaints, ifthey may be called 
such, as to the manner in which the sprink- 
ling contract in that district is being per- 
formed. 

There are some croakers‘who are born that 
way and with whom one would be disap- 
pointed did they not kick. It is simply their 
method of expressing their approval, and 
they condemnation of the system isthe most 
satisfactory evidence of its worth and salu- 
tary results. 

The most gratifying testimony elicited any- 
where in the district was mét with at the 
Fourth District Police Station, in the expres- 
sions of satisfaction and approval from apt. 
Joyce and Sergt. Keliy, both of whom are 
emphatically in favor of public sprink- 
ling, notwithstanding the fact that its cost 
was provided for at the expense of the police 
fund, and defeated the proposed increase of 
the patrol force. Neither had heard any oom 
piaints, and both were satisfied that the 
system would work like a charm when 
everything got in good running order. 
The drivers were not familiar with the 
use of fire plugs and did not yet know how to 
operate them, but such little difficulties would 
soon be overcome, and the system would run

AROUND LAFAYETTE PARK. 

The sprinkling has been very carefully done 
in the vicinity of Lafayette Park. Most of the 
streets about there have been sprinkled under 
the private contract system heretofore, the 
charges varying from $i to S per house. Two 
drug-store proprietors who pald for the 
space in ront of their stores 
and the halt block at the sides 
save $10 per month bythe new arrangement. 
The streets are wet down very thoroughly in 
the morning and evening, though not as wet 
as formerly. The Paducah gravel, which 

aves the ts directly about the park and 

ississippi avenue from Lafayette to Chouteau 
and Park as far west as Jefferson avenue ab. 
sorbs the water so quickly that this difference 
ie more apparent there than on the 
street av with macadam.

A CARELESS DRIVER. 

Lewis Hild said: ‘‘What do I say about the 
sprinkling? Bad, bad! It is all the fault of 
the contractors and not of the system. On 
Twenty-third. street, north of St. Louis ave. 
nue, the driver, instead of going over the 
street twice, went down the middle and let 
the sides trust to luck. any water 
reached the sides, all right; if not, 
he didn’t bother. As A result 
the street was soon dry again. But I believe 
the system will be allright in time. As soon 
as the contractors find that — will not be al- 
lowed to monkey so, the peor e will get the 
true and full benefit of sprinkling. I am 
satisfied not so much with the firat sprinkling 
as with the outlook. 

AT VARIOUS LOCALITIES. 
In the vicinity of Garrison and Washington 
avennes on Monday the residents were sur- 
prised to learn from the Post-DISPATCH that 
the sprinkling under city ordinance had be- 
n. There was so little evidence that but for 


fheir faith in the Post-DISPATOH they 
would have been inclined to deny the 


statement. Yesterday morning there was 
stronger mary when the heuseholder 
came out on his front step and looked at the 
streets. The wood pavement bore unmis- 
takable evidence of dampness and the honse- 
holder was therefore constrained to believe 
that it had been eprinkled. A bot day would 
have dried the street in an hour. 

Two gentlemen who walked down town 
at about 8 o’clock yesterday 8 made 
diligent search along the length of Tweifth 
street for a damp spot. Their eyes were 
somewhat blinded by the clouds of dust that 
blew in their faces, and this may account for 
the fact that they failed to find the spot they 
were seeking. 

A gentieman living at Jefferson avenue and 
North Market street says that he saw the 
sprinkling-cart moving off rapidly in the dis- 
1 but there was very little water left be- 

ind it. 

A manufacturer doing business near Mal- 
linckrodt street says that he found that 
thoroughfare well sprinkled yesterday. 

CONTRACTORS SLIGHTING THEIR WORK. 

In the portion of the city extending from 
Olive street to the railroad tracks and from 
Jefferson avenue east acouple of blocks there | 
is some complaint about the manner in which 
the contractors have been slighting their 
work. Instead of sprinkling thoroughly as 
they did when paid by private individuals 
a have shown a disposition to run over 
their territory hurriedly, merely dampening 
the dust slightly on the surface so that when a 
wagon passes along the wheels go be- 
neath the surface layer of water 
and stir up the dust from beneath. 
Two réasons are assigned forthis. One is that 
the contractors want to cover too large a 
territory with each cart, and the other that 
thep are purposely slighting the work in order 
to get the people disgusted with public sprink- 
ling, and thus secure arepeal of the measure 
and a return to their old-time bonanza of 
private sprinkling. Nearly all of this district 
was formerly sprinkled by private subscrip- 
tions, and the same contractors then per- 
formed the work much better than they now 
attempt to do for the city. If anything 
the trouble formerly was that they 
sprinkled too much water on the streets, 
creating mud, instead of merely laying the 
dust 5 Mr. James Martin of Randolph 
street,speaking of the sprinkling last evening, 
said: ‘‘It is a little soon to express an 
opinion on the work, and I thought I would 
give the contractors further time before I 
would say anything, but as you have asked 
me the 22 I will tell you that the sprink -

it. a Formerly they put too much 


water on the streets and actually made them 
muddy, but now they justskim overthem hur- 
riedly, and shortly after the carts have passed 
the streets are almost as dusty as ever. They 
are 8 dampened a little on the surface, 
and the first vehicle that comes along goes 
through this and raises the dust from beneath. 
They should certainly be made to do their 
work properly, and then general sprinkling 
would be a great boon.’’.

POOR PICKINGS. 


THE RESULTS OF THE COMPETITIONS AT 
THE PARIS CONSERVATOIRE. . 


The Mildest Yield Yet Known in the History 
of the Institution — Budding American 
Singers and What They Are Doing—Why 
Prince Albert Victor’s Marriage Is De- 
layed—Lucy Hooper’s Paris Letter. 


Special Correspondence of the POST-DISPATCH. 

PaRIs, August5.—The competitions at the 
Conservatore are ended, thus closing the 
dramatic and musical annals of the season. 
Like all the rest of this disastrous period for 
French theatricals, the result has been very 
dismal. The whole of the nine concours have 
furnished but a single ‘‘star,’’ Mlle. Rennie, a 
child of 1l, whose performance on the harp 
was so extraordinary that she gained her 
first prize without the slightest opposition. 
Of the singers, none were above the level 
of opera bouffe. As to the dramatic class its 
proceedings were simply disheartening. The 
usual number of firstand second prizes were 
accorded, but they were given, not to recom- 
pense talent, but toreward long study and 
patient endeavoron the part of certain very 
mediocre pupils. An ‘‘honorable mention“ 
was bestowed on the efforts of one young lady, 
whose chief charm to distinction appeared 
to reside in her very elegant toilet of 
yellow satin and white lace. The Oomedie 
Francaise takes one ofthe prize winners, M. 
Leitner, an ugly little man with a fine voice 
and great charm of diction. What will they do 
with him in the House of Moliere, I wonder. 
They have plenty of ugly littie men there, who 
can recite heroic verse admirably. The 
Odeon takes the two lady winners of first 
prizes in the dramatic class, and the rest must 
go back totheir studies and hope for better 
luck next year. Some of the disappointed 
candidates among the young ladies cried bit- 
terly when the decision of the jury was an- 
nounced tothem. But the awards were in most 
instances made with great justice and strict 
impartiality. 

AMERICAN STARS.

ut will remain for another year under the tu- 
ition of her accomplished professor. A young 
English married lady, Mme. Melba, isthe most 
promising of the great Professor’s graduates for 
the present year. Mme.De Lagrange bas gone 
to Etretat to recuperate. Her best pupil of the 
past season is a young amateur vocalist, Miss 
Adele Gilpin of Pittsburg, who has just left Paris 
with her mother for a tour in Switzerland. She 
willreturn in October to the United States. 

Miss Head of Wisconsin has been studying 
with Sig. Sbriglia during the past year and has 
now gone home.

SALARIES SMALLER. 

There has been a notable diminution in the 
salaries paid to leading prime donne during 
the past season in London.

But in London a very fruitful source of rev- 
enue to leading singers lies in the popularity 
of private concerts as a form of entertainment 
for wealthy hosts and hostesses to give.

Nicolini for appeariug at a soiree at his 
house in the third act of Alda. The amount 
was $3,000, alesser sum than that which is 
often spent in flowers and German favors, 
supper and wines at an American ball. 
PRINCD ALBERT VICTOR'S MARRIAGE. 
There is a good deal of talk currentin En- 
glish society respecting the delay in marrying 
off Prince Albert Victor, the eldest son of the 
Prince of Wales. His royal papa wasa hus- 
band and father before he had attained to the 
resent age of his young heir, who is near- 
ng his Mth birthday. It is whispered that the 
important event has been postponed owing to 
Princess Clementine of Belgium for a 
daughter-in-law. He has more 
once publicly expressed his inclination for 
this alliance, but there is a serious stumbling 
block in the way; the young lady is a Roman 
Catholic, and cannot, therefore, by the royal 
marringe act of England, be accepted as a 
wife of the heir to the throne. Moreover, she 
is only just 15, so evenif she were inclined to 
change her religion after the fashion of the 
royal ladies who marry into the Imperial fam- 
ily of Russia, sheis still too young for any 
thoughts of wooing and wedding.
